On the
other hand, they die off with equal rapidity,
and their demise ia peither mourned mor
noticed.

For example, & few yesrs ago, when do-
mestic wines were very bad snd imported
ones very dear, s balf dosen men busied
themaselves 10 advantage in eselling com-
munion wines to churches aod religious so-
cieties. Thev made a fair profit notll the
QCalifornia and otbher vimweulturista of the
West entered the fieid, and then their oocn-
pition was gone, Nowadays only one of
them is left and he makes hardly emough
sales to clear §1 a day.

HIRED FOR THRIE CARE,

8o on the other hand the inemdnf {aste
for fine statuary and expensive but fragile
brie-a-brae has given birth to lsdy dusters.
These are educated women, who, having en-
ecountered misfortune, seoure a living by go-
jog to the houses of rich art collectors to
dust and otherwise eleau the collections off
the intter. The danger of breaking valuable
objects is 5o mueh smaller with them than
with the average servant girl that they have
already become popular and find their labor
iv large demand.

Mauny of these curious trades appeal to
old-fashioned notions and even to super-
stitions which would execite the risibilities
of the average reader. Thus ome man for
the past ten years has earned his daily bread
by peddliug rattiesnakeoil. This is made
by a few hunters in the wilder parts of the
country and 15 coosidered a specific for
many rheamatic diseases. The rattlesnake
oil peddier bus a number of rivals who pro-
fess to cure the same ailments with other
remedies. One of them is & man who re-
tails skunk oil which comes chiefiy from
Schatico, N. Y., and XKansas, A third
deals in earthworm®s oil, probably the most
disgusting compounnd koown. It is made
by putting hundreds of lange earthworms in
ginss jurs and exposiog them to the son un-
sil their dead bodies swim in the oil drawn
out of their tissues,

THE EELSKIN BELT.

Another odd remedy is the eelskin belt,
These are made of cotton cloth, to whose
joper side is sewed n number of eclskine,
pulled from the live fish. No matter where
the rhenmstism may be the belt isgenerally
lp&cd around the waist. Our foreign col-
onies demand curious things at times, and,
of eourse, find people who will supply their
wanis, For example, the Germans predilee-
tion for May wine has given rise to peddlers
of the fragrant weed kpnown as Waldmeis.

rather than to import it direet. This, how-
ever, may be a slander upon some hooest
man. The Swiss likewise bhave their purse-
string tonchied by one or two of their lellow
countrymen who import the Ellweiss
flower, On account of the difficulty ia
bringiog it ever from the Alps the cele-
brated blossom brings s very fair price when
§t reaches the shores of the New World.

ORIENTAL GAERDENERS,

The Orientals who are settied here, and
more especially those who come for a short
time, such as sailors, stewards, salesmen and
consuls, display a strong affection for many
of the resh vegetables of home. To meet
this want there are several kitchen gardens
in the vicinity of Manhattan Island where
Chinamen raise the fu.qusa, orso-called bitter
cocumber, of the Esst, and su-qua or sweet
gourd. These vegetables are much wore
prolific than thee -day eacumber, and
are raised with equal facility. Ther fetch,
howeyer, from two to ten times as large a
figure as the latter.

The five or six Mongolian gardeners who
grow these delicacies have excited public
attantion from their practiee of going out
into their gardens by might with a luntern
and picking off the caterpillars and other
insects from the vines when these litile
pests are asleep, An equallysingular prae-
tice is covering their piants with b]anﬁe
rags and newspapers in eold weather an
with water-proo! tissues when it is too
rainy. This extreme care is very profitabl
as it ensbles them to produce larger an
beiter crops than our own people ever do.

WONDERFUL DISH OF FISH.

A Japunese ehef or faney cook finds em-

oyment from his own nstionality in pre-
:nlring the fish dinnera whieh are g0 mi-
nent s feature of life in the land of the Mi-
kado. One of his pet masterpieces consists
of & large bluefish, which when erved has
not & single soale broken, and which when
opened contains a sen buss, and thatin turn
one or two smaller fishes, in equally perfect
coudition,

The Hungarisos buy their charseteristie
boots from one or two shoemekers, who have
come over from Bods-Pesth. The Bohemians

The eommoner trades evolve their own
sub-industries. The cooks of the great ho-
tels and ciubs buy their snowy costumes in
New York from two men who are known as
oocks’ tallors. They make clothing for
cooks, scullions, stewards sad waiters, aod
for no one else. They change their styles
from season 1o and displsy as much
obedjence to fashion as any -:e:llq leader.

A WHOLESALE RESTAUBANT.

In these establishments meat is bought by
the carcuss and vegetables by the barrel. In
this wise the proprietor can sell & great piece
of roast beef or a shoulder of muiton, thor-
oughly cooked, 1o 8 small restsurant keeper
for less than the latter would pwy for the
materials if purohased at retail. are
three of these institutions in New York of
similsr eharacter, but far more numercus are
men who call themseives wholesale
deslers in “free lunch” and who supply
saloons and barrooms with the gratuitous
baoguet which s eo common to the drinking
plinces of the United States.

New Yomk, August. 9,—~The strikes upon

The New York Central
has had no trouble with its employes for a long
time, and while the officials gave expression to
no fears in any way, the inference that the
trouble must be deep-seated and would prob-
ably extend to other ronds was made free use
of by the bears In order to frighten out weak
holders, and in the absence of support stocks
